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Board of Livestock

Administrative Appointments:  By Governor with the consent of the Senate

Statutorily Established - 2-15-3102, MCA. Created in 1971 but preceded by various
commissions dating back to the late 1800s.

Board: 7 members.  Each member must be a Montana resident and an active livestock
producer. Each member also must have a recommendation from one of four industries:
cattle producers; dairy producers, swine producers; and sheep producers. The dairy
producer represents the dairy and poultry industry. The governor designates the presiding
officer. A member's term is 6 years. Board appoints Dept. of Livestock executive officer.
